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MAKE THE ATLANTA ROAD CONGRESS 
THE BIGGEST EVER HELD. 


* VERY county and State official in the South in- 
E terested in any way in the building or maih- 
tenance of roads or streets ought to be making 
plans to attend the American Road Congress, which 
will meet in Atlanta next November. This ought to 
be made the greatest gathering of men interested in 
roud building ever held in this country. 

There is no other section of the country more 
vitally interested in the building and maintenance 
of roads. There are a thousand questions which 
must constantly present themselves to every county 
commissioner and to every road engineer, and many 
of them are difficult to answer. 

What kind of material shall be used? Ilow shall 
it be used? 

Under what conditions shall roads be built or 
repaired? 

What will be the best material for road making? 
Will it be brick, will it be concrete, will it be mac- 
adam, will it be sand-clay, or will a county in some 
cases be justified in having merely well-made good 
dirt roads? 

Which kind of road will give the best service and 
in the loug run prove the cheapest? 

Will it be less expensive to the county to issue 
bonds and build thoroughly good roads of the high- 
est type of material, or will it be better to drag 
along slowly and potter away, doing a little work 
here and a little work there, and trying to so patch 
up the roads as to make them at least passable? 

What engineering will be required? 

Are the officials now in office equal to supervising, 
laying out, building and maintaining roads? 

Are the roads being used for political purposes in 
order to give jobs to superintendents or to day 
laborers ? 

What are the influences that are being brought to 
bear to induce the use of this material or that? 

What are other counties doing? 

What has been the effect of road building else- 
Where on material, educational and_ religious 
progress? 

These are a few of the many questions that must 
confront every man holding any official position in 
awny way identified with road or street work. At the 
Atlanta Congress there will be the opportunity of 
studying these questions. Every phase of road 
building will be intelligently presented: by experts. 
Probably every important line of machinery used in 
road building and every variety of material will be 
on exhibition. Hundreds of engineers and con- 
tractors and machinery makers will be there to 
study every phase of highway improvements. 

It behooves the people of the South to see that 
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every county is represented by men of integrity who 
have an earnest desire to study every phase of this 
road question, 

In advance of the meeting of the Congress all of 
these subjects should be actively discussed by the 
people of every county. They should be inquiring 
of their officials what answers they are prepared to 
make to these questions and how far they have 
studied them. 

If the people of Atlanta want to do a great work 
for the South and for themselves, they ought to 
carry on in the near future an active campaign to 
induce the county officials of the South to come to 
this congress. They ought to induce counties that 
have made progress in road building to any marked 
extent to show what they have done and how they 
have done it. The backward counties that have not 
yet accomplished much ought to be stimulated to 
send their officials in order that they may catch the 
spirit of highway improvement. 


BUSINESS VALUE OF A NAME. 


A STRIKING illustration of the strong position 

which an article of merit can create for it- 
self by wide advertising and judicious management 
is shown in a recent occurrence in connection with 
Clinchfield coal. <A few years ago, when this coal 
was introduced, it was unknown to the trade and its 
merits were not understood. Necessarily the market 
was limited. By skill and judgment in the handling 
of the coal and in establishing service bureaus of 
scientific men for the purpose of teaching consumers 
how to get the best results, and through a broad 
campaign of advertising, the Clinchfield coal has 
been made so widely and favorably known that the 
company was recently in a position to refuse to 
shade its price a single cent even in order to secure 
a renewal of a contract for 100,000 or more tons, 
Some of the large cotton-mill interests in South 
Carolina, under the impression that it would be 
possible to force down the price of Clinchfield coal, 
refused to renew a contract except at a somewhat 
lower rate. The Clinchfield people, realizing the 
intrinsic value of their coal, and knowing that they 
had created for it a market sufficiently broad to 
take care of every ton they could mine this year, 
refused to enter into any price-cutting contest for 
the new contract or to shade their price in the 
slightest. Thus the loss of one big contract was an 
advantage in that it demonstrated the strength of 
the company’s position in its ability to market all 
its output at full prices. 

Fortunately, there is a sufficiently strong demand 
for Clinchfield coal to justify this position. And it 
is especially fortunate for the good of all interests 
that the company took that stand. The effort to 
beat down prices of coal and iron and other prod- 
ucts eventually reacts on the buyers by destroying 
business confidence and bringing about general de- 
pression. Declining prices, therefore, though they 
may at the moment enable a man to buy a little 
cheaper, are in the end the undoing of trade. If the 
Clinchfield coal had been dependent upon the cot- 
ton-mill interests for a market, it woula have been 
compelled to close some of its mines or else to ac- 
cept the dictation of the buyers. It did not have to 
do either. Its ability to take this position was not 
only due to the quality of the coal and to the good 
way in which its business operations had been han- 
dled, but largely fo the very broad, comprehensive 
advertising which the company has carried on for 
several years to such an extent that “Clinchfield” 
has made for itself a name throughout the coal- 
consuming world. 

Many other concerns would save themselves from 
embarrassing position if they would create for their 
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products by wide advertising the acquaintanceship 
of all possible buyers. Advertising in this way adds 
au permanent value of far-reaching importance wher- 
ever persistently and comprehensively furthered. 
The story about Clinchfield is given as a moral 
which should be heeded by thousands of other con

SUMMONS OF THE SOUTH. 

VII.— TRANSPORTATION FACILITIES. 


( NE billion three hundred and fifty-five million 
dollars, at least, have been spent in railroad 
construction and equipment in the South since 1900, 
A like amount must be spent within the next ten 
years if the South is to be equipped as it should be 
with transportation facilities equal to the demand. 
In the meantime, half a billion dollars will in all 
probability be spent upon highway improvement, 
and perhaps a hundred million dollars in making 
the waterways of the South as useful as possible as 
a part of the transportation system of the section. 
The length of Southern railroads is now within 
a few hundred miles of the length of all the rail- 
roads in the country in 1880. Since that year 67,818 
miles of railroad have been built in the South 
The length added in the 
past fourteen years is nearly 6000 miles greater 
than the total mileage of the South in 1880. The 


increase in 34 years is shown in the following table:

period the greatest activity in railroad 


when the average was 2548 miles a year. In the 
next decade the average fell to 1155 miles a year, 
but increased between 1900 and 1910 to an average 
of 2520 miles. In the four years, 1910-13 inclusive, 
the annual average has been but 1911 miles. The 
whole period since the turn of the century has been 
characterized by wide fluctuations in the annual 
average of railroad construction in the South re 
flecting the country’s business depressions and the 
uncertainties of the time. There was a decrease in 
annual construction from 4099 miles in 1902 to 2405 
miles in 1904, and from 3331 miles in 1907 to 1761 
miles in 1908, the greatest amount constructed in 
any year since 1908 having been 1048 miles in 1910, 
while the construction last year of 1754 miles was 
the smallest in the present century. In spite of 
these fluctuations there has been a notable increase 
in the total amount of money spent upon railroads 
and their equipment. The value of railroads in the 
South in 1880 was quite $750,000,000. Their value 
now is more than $3,300,000,000, that amount repre- 
senting the actual cost of building more than 30,000 
miles of road, of terminals and of equipment, and 
hardly considering the intangible assets in fran- 
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chises and favorable location. It is undoubtedly 
much less than the amount that would be required 
to duplicate the system today. In the following 
table are shown the increases in the value of rail- 
roads and their equipment by States, the figures for 
1900 being those of the census and those for 1914 


being conservatively estimated:

In 1880 the largest railroad system in the South 
operated 8229 miles. Below the Potomac there was 
practically no double track, and uniformity of gauge 
for any great distance was the exception. Equip- 
ment was poor for the most part, and stations were 
in many instances of a primitive order. Today there 
are four systems operating more than 3000 miles; 
tracks have been standardized pretty generally, 
short lines and branches have been linked into great 
systems, double tracking is being advanced as means 
are provided, handsome stations have been erected 
at many points, and hundreds of millions of dollars 
have been spent for up-to-date equipment and upon 
splendid terminals at tidewater and at strategic 
points in the interior. 

Conditions of many kinds have been responsible 
for a slackening in the past few years of activity in 
railroad improvements and, in some cases, for ac- 
tual deterioration Meanwhile, the necessity for 
such improvements has become more urgent and is 
bound to persist until such facilities equal the de- 
mands of all-round agricultural, industrial and com- 
mercial development of the South. 

The South’s task to be accomplished in railroad 
construction is emphasized by a few comparisons. 
In 1880 the whole country had an average of one 
mile of railroad to every 82 square miles of its area, 
and its population averaged 540 for each mile of 
railroad. Today the South has an average of one 
mile of railroad for every ten square miles of its 
area, and its population averages 370 for every mile 
of railroad. Superficially, a better railroad situa- 
tion is thus indicated for the South than that en- 
joyed by the whole country in 1880. In many re- 
spects that is much more than superficially true. 
But, considering the potentialities in the South for 
profitable investment in railroads, far superior to 
those of any like area, its equipment is by no means 
adequate. New England, for instance, dependent 
upon the South for much of the material upon 
which its prosperity is based, has an average of 
nearly 820 population for every mile of its railroad 
and an average of one mile of railroad for every 
seven miles of its area. Pennsylvania’s population 
averages 6ST for each mile of its railroad, and it 
has one mile of railroad for every 3.7 square miles 
of area. Illinois has one mile of railroad for every 
4.5 square miles of area, and its population averages 
490 for each mile of railroads. 

When the South has a railroad mileage in propor- 
tion to its area commensurate with that of New 
England or with that of Pennsylvania, it will have 
129,500 miles of railroad in the one case, or, in the 
other case, 255,000 miles, a length equal to that of 
the whole country today, and when its population is 
in like commensurate proportion it will have a pop- 
ulation of 105,000,000 in the one case or 175,000,000 


in the other. The density of its population will 


then be less in the one case than that at present in 
Maryland, and, in the other case, it would be only 
one-fifth of that of Rhode Island, the most densely 
populated State in this country, but which, however, 
has an average of 110 persons to the square mile 
less than the average of Belgium. 
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Extensive as this needed railroad construction is, 
involving, as it does, double tracking, improvement 
of stations and enlargement of terminals, together 
with vast additions to rolling stock, its completion 
is to be accompanied by a betterment of other trans- 
portation facilities, Steam railroad terminals at 
tidewater will emphasize the importance of the 
twenty-odd ports on the Atlantic and Guf coasts in 
the sixteen customs districts of the South, with its 
coast line of 3007 miles. These ports are included 
in the waterways of the South, for the improvement 
of which have already been appropriated $287,000,- 
000, or 41 per cent. of the $707,000,000 appropriated 
for rivers and harbors in the whole country. Other 
millions are to be spent in perfecting the more than 
18,000 miles of navigable length of the South's in- 
land waterways, the advantages of which are only 
beginning to be realized with the use of self-pro- 
pelled barges and motor boats of various kinds, 
Traflic possibilities in such waterways are strik- 
ingly suggestive in the fact that only four of the 
sixty parishes of Louisiana have no stream which 
is not navigated or is not susceptible of being made 
navigable at a reasonable cost. 

In the upper stretches of many of these streams 
of the South are great water-powers which have 
only begun to receive their full hydro-electric devel 
opment. But in some parts of the South, especially 
in the Piedmont section, hydro-electric transmission 
lines have become distinct and striking features of 
the landscape, and their extension marks a notable 
growth of electric interurban railroads connecting 
with street-railway systems and destined to become 
a most important factor in transportation. 

Supplementing steam railroads, electric lines and 
waterways will be improved highways. The aggre- 
gate length of public roads in the South 4s about 
850,000 miles, of which less than 60,000 miles have 
been improved. But upon the roads are now being 
expended annually at least $50,000,000 by way of 
State-aid county or district bond issues and local 
revenues, Linking up of improved highways will 
provide not only great stretches convenient for 
pleasure or business, but will also result in a system 
of roads touching the railroads at many points and 
offering the opportunity for the employment of hun- 
dreds of thousands of motor trucks in local freight 
traflic or as feeders to interstate traffic by the rail- 
roads, 

All of these facilities will be required within the 
next few years in the well-rounded development of 
the South. The sooner they are provided the sooner 
will the South come into its own.

INDUSTRIOUS SHIRKERS OF WORK. 


: is time for the business men of this country te 
“speak out in meeting.” Politicians, would-be 
statesmen and ranting demagogues have had full 
sway for many years. The country is paying the 
penalty of the agitations of the last ten or twelve 
years. In press, and at times from the pulpit, often 
in colleges, and constantly in yellow journalism, the 
country has been fed on false doctrines. An effort 
has been made to make the people believe that the 
world owed them a living without the necessity of 
their working enough to collect the debt. As a result, 
we see the rise of the “Industrious Shirkers of Work,” 
and their name is legion. The faithful, hard-working 
man, whatever may be his trade or his profession, 
whether on the farm or in the factory, on the street 
or in the counting-room, is paying the cost of carry- 
ing the burden of inactivity and depression of busi- 
ness developed by those who are actively engaged in 
shirking work. 

We have been living in a period of fads, and the 
faddists have been living on the community. We 
have talked about the middleman between the pro- 
ducer and the consumer being responsible for the 
high cost of living. It is not the commission man 
handling the produce of the country that is bringing 
about this high cost, but the middlemen whose only 
eccupation is that of developing some fad by which 
he may live by his wits, and live en the producer and 
consumer alike. He is a double-headed leech, 

For years public sentiment has put a premium on 
the work of the faddist in sociology, in theology, in 
education and in politics, and discredited the con- 
structive upbuilding forces which made possible the 
amazing advance of America for half a century be- 
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fore we commenced to give more attention to tle 
vaporings of the faddist and the wild theories of 
cross-roads politicians who could never have earned 
a respectable living in any other occupation, than to 
the sober words of men of genius who developed ovr 
agriculture, who opened our coal and iron and copper 
mines, who constructed our railroads, who made js 
sible the telephone and all other methods of tra 
portation of things and thought, or who established 
our educational work and taught the highest sta; 
ard of ethics. Too many young men of today h; 
been made to believe to a very large extent that 
shirker is better than the worker; that industry 
perseverance and honesty and intelligence no longer 
count, 

The men whose genius made possible the won 
ful advancement of our land have permitted ye! 
journalism, yellow professorshipism and yellow | 
pitism to mislead the country and earry it bli: 
very close, not merely to a ditch, but to a yawn 
chasin where ruin and destruction would await j;s

A few days ago the writer, meeting an unusually 
intelligent farmer in a road between Richmond and 


Charlottesville, which for intolerable badness, 


bottomless mudholes, surpasses any other ever s: 
in many thousands of miles of travel, asked 
good farmer, whose land was nearby, why the 
county did not have better roads. Somewhat ju 
larly he replied: “We are rich enough to have good 
roads; we pay enough taxes; but the politicians 
and the officeholders get all the money.” And then 
he laughed, as though it was a good joke that he 
and others were permitting themselves to be robbed 
of good roads by the officeholders and the politicians. 

Whether his statement be literally true or no! as 
to the absorption of money by officeholders and j.li 
ticians, the conditions and his apparent indiffereice 
to what he believed to be true are to a large extent 
indicative of the spirit of our people everywhere. 
Our business nen are putting up with intolerably bad 
business conditions because, like the farmer, they 
do not assert their power. They permit themselves 
and the country to be ruled and very nearly ruined, 
just like the good-natured Virginia farmer was per 
mitting his county to put up with roads that were 
not even paved with good intentions. The lives of 
that farmer and his family are burdened by roads 
so impassably bad that travel is well-nigh impos 
sible, and profitable farming, or, at least, farming 
as profitable as it ought to be is quite impossille, 
because he and his neighbors sit down supinely sid 
let their county be run by others. The business men 
of the country are trying to drag the car of busitiess 
operations over almost impassable roads, with eco 
nomic mudholes so deep that many of them drop into 
them never to come out, because they will not ris 
in their power and unite for the domination ot 
country which belongs to them and not to the po! 
ticians. 

We are justly berating the outrages of the Indus 
trial Workers of the World, whose leaders’ clic! 
occupation is to shirk work. They want a living 
without the bother of working to make it. Are hot 
the business people of this country—and in this we 
class not simply the manufacturers and the me! 
chants and the bankers, but every honest laborer 
whether he works with pick and shovel in the coal! 
mine or on the street, whether in the factory or on the 
farm, whether in the counting-room or behind th 
counter, for all are business men vitally interested 
in national prosperity—industriously shirking their 
responsibilities? Are they not trusting that some 
how in some way the situation will work out all 
right, just as the Virginia farmer hoped that some 
day the county might have good roads, and yet was 
making no effort to secure the good roads? As the 
Industrial Workers of the World are shirking all 
work, are not the substantial people of the country, 
substantial in character, whether in money or nof. 
industriously shirking the work which they ought to 
be doing in bringing about better conditions for ma 
terial advancement, which is essential to all othe: 
advancement? Why blame the ignorant, misled fo! 
eigner who parades the streets as an Industri:! 
Worker of the World, without taking some active, 
aggressive steps to counteract the business conditions 
and the spirit of unrest created by the faddists of the 
day which make possible the lack of employment that 
gives rise to many of these unfavorable -conditions 
which our country faces? 
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HOW NEW ENGLAND DOES IT. 


11k value of advertising — advertising on a 

broad and comprehensive scale—to attract 
tourists is shown in the full half-page announce- 
ments which are being carried in many of the daily 
papers of the country by the New York, New Haven 
& llartford Railroad. That road and its subsid- 
inries are advertising New England as “The Vaca- 
tion Land.” They are making their statements so 
strong and attractive that everybody who is think- 
ing about a summer trip will want to find out what 
New England has to offer. Moreover, thousands of 
people who haven't probably had it in mind to take 
a summer trip will be tempted by these advertise- 
ments to think of New England and plan to make a 
tri) there this summer. 

The mountains of the Virginias and North Caro- 
lina are more beautiful than the mountains of New 
England. The climate is equally as attractive, and 
that section is as worthy of broad and comprehen- 
sive advertising as is New England as a yacation 
land. A large portion of the South, stretching from 
the mountains of North Carolina through the sand- 
hill region, on down to Florida and along the Gulf 
coust and out to San Antonio, is an unequaled re- 
sion as a winter resort. There are more reasons 
and stronger reasons for Northern and Western 
people seeking the balmy climate of the South dur- 
ing the winter than for other people to seek New 
England during the summer. Seme splendid work 
has been done by the railroads of the South in mak- 
ing known the advantages of this section and in 
broadly advertising it, but not one-half enough has 
yet been done. Next fall there ought to be a com- 
paign through every great daily paper in the North 
and West of such broad advertising of the South as 
a winter resort as to crowd this section with many 
thousands of visitors more than it has ever had. 

The railreads can well afford to make a careful 
study of what the New England roads can do in 
attracting attention to New England. 





COLD-STORAGE PLANTS NEEDED. 


11. Commercial Club of Orange, Tex., in a let- 
ter published elsewhere in this issue, calls 
attention to the need of cold storage of tropical 
fruits at that point, and this suggests that there 
are many points in the South where cold-storage 
plants are needed and where they ought to prove 
profitable investments. A large cold-storage plant 
in operation at Norfolk has materially changed the 
handling of many products at that point and devel- 
oped very extensive business. The managers of the 
Union Terminal Warehouse of Jacksonville have 
had in mind to establish a large cold-storage plant 
in connection with that enterprise. It is greatly 
neaded. Florida is the producer of millions of 
boxes of grapefruit and oranges, and not only Jack- 
sonville, but other points in the State need cold- 
storage plants badly. A plant established at Jack- 
sonville in connection with the Union Terminal 
Warehouse would doubtless immediately command 
a heavy business and result in great benefit to 
growers, shippers and buyers of citrus fruits and 
other products. At other points in the South simi- 
lar enterprises should be established. The South 
has not yet made as much advance in the establish- 
ment of cold-storage warehouses as its needs re- 
quire,

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The Rate Increase-And Afterward 


By Cuartes Catierr of Staunton, Va. 


No one can consider the pending application for an 
increase of rates by the Eastern roads before the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission without questioning 
whether judgment has not already been delivered in the 
negative, even if the increase is granted. 

This may seem a paradox unless we consider that the 
questions incidental to the specific request for an in- 
crease in rates are really greater than the increase itself. 

What are some of these questions? 

The railroads are quasi-public in their organization, 
and to a certain extent monopolistics in their operations 
It is on these accounts that the sense of the country 
has come to recognize the desirability of supervision 
and to some extent of controlling the railroads in the 
interest of the public as a whole. In other words, the 
shippers should, through governmental representation, 
exercise a certain contro] over railroad rates and railroad 
operation. Though some of them sigh for the good old 
times when they could do as they pleased, the better 
railroad men see the need of this control, and there are 
railroad men of broad vision who are actually enthusi- 
astic as to the great constructive work which has been 
done by the Interstate Commerce Commission, which 
they believe will in time be of great good both for the 
roads and for the public. 

The question of supervision and control is no longer 
debatable ; but it is of vital interest to the life of the 
railroads as they are at present constituted, and to their 
stockholders and bondholders and to those who may 
consider becoming so, to know the extent and character 
of such control. Whether it will be sympathetic or 
antagonistic; whether it will he broad or narrow: 
whether it will be based on sound information or evolved 
from a depth of ignorance ; whether it will be theoretical 
or practical; whether it will be broadly in the interest 
of the road and of the whole people or swayed by tempo- 
rary popular clamor ; whether the control will be flexible 
enough to adapt itself promptly to new conditions, and 
yet of so clear a view and fixed a purpose that broad 
and comprehensive plans may be based upon it, are 
some of the questions which are still debatable and 
which have not yet been definitely answered. 

The questions will only be fully answered as the re- 
sult of the experience and the education of the railroads, 
Sut how 
far has the education proceeded? What can we depend 
on in the future? 


the controlling body and the general public. 


A great many months ago far-seeing railroad men of 
great experience realized that a general slacking of 
business was before them. Could they during that slack 
time make those expenditures which would utilize their 
forces and equipment to the best advantage? Could 
they make expenditures which would be wise and pru- 
dent for the future and absolutely necessary if they 
were to properly serve the public? To do so money must 
be raised. To raise this money would have been easy 
if the request for power to increase rates had been 
promptly granted. It is only after so long a time, and 
the trend of events has brought about the very condi- 
tion that was anticipated by the better-informed railroad 


men, and which they sought to delay, if not avert, that 


the counsel of the commission has reluctantly conceded 
that some relief should be granted. In the meantime 
men, equipment and capital have remained idle that 
could have been employed, and months have been lost 
that can never be regained. In addition, there has been 
lost the favorable or psychological time for raising 
money. 

One question has been, “Will you promptly help us 
to secure on favorable terms the money needed to do 
the right things at the best time?” 

The answer has been “No.” 

Even if increase is granted now as a matter of abso- 
lute necessity will it restore the lost opportunities and 
will it materially help the roads to gain the cash they 
need? I doubt it. The delay has developed new doubts 
and new uncertainties. The rate increase, taken by it- 
self, is veally a proposition to overturn a natural law, 
and is only justifiable on the principle that to overturn 
u box twice will bring it back to its upright position. 

Cn the face of it, how absurd it is to endeavor in a 
falling market to increase shipments by increasing the 
cost of service! 

On account of its monopolistic character, a railroad 
will receive a certain amount of freight whatever may 
be its charges and whatever may be its service, but it is 


true of railroads, as it is true of other industrial opera- 
tions, that low charges and good service tend to increase 
the volume of traffic that will be offered and handled, 
while high charges or poor service tend to reduce the 
umount. And the first consideration with a railroad, 
even more than with an industrial plant, is volume. 

The normal process to be followed by a railroad in 
the great recurring periods of prosperity or depression 
which are inevitable, and will in a certain degree con- 
tinue to be so, would be to pay more for supplies and 
for labor during times of prosperity and to charge more 
for the service rendered. While in times of depression 
the natural course of the railroad would be to pay less 
for supplies and material and labor and capital, and 
by charging less for what it has to sell—transporta 
tion—endeavor to increase the tonnage which would 
be offered. 

But the railroads cannot follow these natural laws. 
Capital, which is abundant, cannot be gotten cheaply 
because of the distrust or uncertainty as to what the 
control will be. Labor cannot be gotten for less because, 
though it is abundant, it has been practically agreed by 
everyone, and as a result of public and governmental 
pressure, that every other expedient must be tried first, 
and there is nothing else to do but to overturn the box 
again and increase freight rates. But the increase, if 
it comes now, will be of far less value in many ways 
than if it had come months ago. It will depress trade, 
not increase it. 

The financial papers say that an increase is antici- 
pated and that the market has discounted it, but stocks 
pursue the even tenor of their way, and the way is 
downward. The delay in granting the increase has 
thrown the whole industrial structure out of alignment 

But another great question has been asked which 
ean only be answered finally by a horizontal increase 
in rates large enough to be worth while and to carry a 
“punch” right back to the shipper. It is clearly a duty 
of the Interstate Commerce Commission to seek out and 
correct isolated cases of inequality or favorititsm, but 
to do so does not touch the real question. The correc 
tion of terminal and tap-line inequalities will not do so. 
It must be wider in its scope. 

It has been claimed many times, without contradic 
tion, that the freight rates in this country are the lowest 
in the world. I am willing to acknowledge that there 
have been and are cases of extortion and inequality; 
but, more broadly, I challenge that this country could 
not have made the wonderful strides it has in wealth 
and industrial development without the railroad rates 
being on the whole just and reasonable. 

In ever-increasing volume the employes, the public 
and the various divisions of government are endeavor 
ing in many ways to realize the old railroad man’s motto 
and are seeking to ascertain “what the railroads will 
bear.” It is certain that they will not cease the experi 
ment until either the railroads are bankrupt or there is 
brought home to the shipping public the inevitable truth 
that whatever happens, the shipping public “pays the 
freight.” 

I do not believe the above statement of the reasonable 
ness of rates as a whole can be successfully contro 
verted, and when, therefore, by action of the public, the 
employes and the political divisions of the country the 
costs laid on the railroads are increased, the quicker a 
proper portion is shifted back to the public the quicker 
we will reach the end of railroad baiting and the better 
it will be for all concerned. 

“The public objects to our lightening these burdens 
in the natural way. In one form or another the burden 
must ultimately come back to the public. We ask a 
ruling that will enable the public to realize that when 
they lay heavy burdens on the railroads they will 
promptly come back to the people.” 

The answer has been “No.” 

No one can watch the course of the investigation 
without realizing that this thought has played no part 
in the considerations. Substantially it has been said 
that if the roads are in danger of failure, in whole or 
in part, some relief will be permitted, but instead of 
passing it back to the general public every effort is 
being sought to accomplish relief in some other way, 
and when the increase comes, if it does come, it will be 
hard for the public to realize that its actions are re 
sponsible for it, but rather that it has been brought 
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about by circumstances over which the people could 


have exercised no control. 

I have touched on but two of the questions which 
seem to me to lie back of and above a request for per- 
mission to break a natural law by increasing prices in 


a time of depression. There are cthers which also tend 
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to show that with the 5 per cent. granted we will still 
be far from a permanent solution of the relations be- 
tween the various interests, and however greatly the 
roads need the increase in rates, its value has been 
greatly lessened by a failure to consider the proposition 


broadly and grant it promptly.

During the regime of unrestrained competition there 
developed a tendency on the part of the railway lines 
to coalesce to the end of diminishing competition and 
forwarding co-operation. There was not only combina- 
tion to maintain rates, but advance in that physical 
combination by means of which more satisfactory and 
more economical service can be given. There was first 
the combination of short, separate and connecting lines 
into continuous routes. Then there was the amalgama- 
tion of branch lines with main lines, facilitating the 
flow of traffic. Then there was the amalgamation of 
competing lines. ‘There is probably not a principal rail- 


way system in the country that is not made up in 
greater part of what were originally short local. roads, 
some of them connecting and others to a greater or less 
extent competing. Indeed, each of many systems is now 
made up of as many as 30 or 40 or even more of what 
were originally short local lines. The advantages of 
such amalgamtion consist in the better distribution and 
utilization of equipment to meet the industrial and com 

mercial needs of the region served, and in the fact that

when it is desired to arrange schedules and other facili- 
ties for the movement of through traffic. Such matters 
are better adjusted by centralized authority having full 
information as to the needs of the entire territory. 
Such combinations and amalgamations extended until, 
in each of the great geographical divisions of the United 
States, by far the greater number of the railways had 
come to be part of one or another great railway system. 
In line with this tendency came the combination of the 
great systems themselves. This tendency received its 
greatest impetus at the time when the tendency toward 
combination throughout the field of industry and com- 
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merce had become so marked as to arouse an antag- 
onistic public sentiment, which also came to be directed 
against the railway combinations. Combination or par- 
tial combination proceeded in different ways. There 
was the purchase or lease of one railroad by another; 
purchase by one railroad of enough of the stock of an- 
other to secure a controlling interest in its administra- 
tion, and the device known as the holding company, 
having such large proprietary interests in two or more 
companies as to give it the control of their administra- 
tion. So much of the popular antagonism has been 
against the financial methods by which amalgamation 
or partial combination has been effected that the advan- 
equitable financial

tages of such combination under 
procedure have been lost to sight. 
at times prosperous railway systems have been bur- 
dened with weak lines unloaded upon them under inigui- 
tous terms for personal profit, and certain holding com- 
panies have been organized solely to serve selfish ends. 
The revelation of such practices may for a time obscure, 
but it cannot set aside the fact that the principle of 
railway combination when equitably applied results in 
benefits that inure to the common good.

During the era of unrestrained competition a large 
and expensive soliciting force maintained by each prin- 
cipal competitive railway exerted a considerable part 
of its efforts in the endeavor to take traffic from another 
line over which it could as well be carried. In recent 
years the efforts of the traffic officials have more and 
more been directed toward increasing the volume of 
traffic of their respective lines by the development of 
Many of the companies have established 
industrial departments for the purpose of inducing 
manufacturers to establish plants at suitable places 
along their lines. Many have run agricultural demon- 
stration trains with lecturers, and some have estab- 
lished farm improvement departments to demonstrate 
to the farmers how best to rotate their crops and in- 


new traffic. 
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crease crop production by scientific methods. These 
departments also co-operate with manufacturers and 
farmers in extending their markets. 

The strongest and most extended combination which 
has brought pressure to bear upon the railroads is that 
of the public in general acting through Federal ang 
State legislatures and Federal and State commissiv)s 
There is a perceptible tendency on the part of the regy 
lating authorities to regard the railways somewhat Joss 
in the light of separate corporate entities, and more in 
the light of servants in common of the public in com- 
mon. In preparing information requested by these va 
ous bodies, and in discussing various proposals emar 
ing from them, the railways are coming more and more 
to act in common, and often through common agen 

In so far as the convenience and economy and ¢! 
general efficiency of physical operation are concerned, 
there is no sound argument that can be advanced against 
the combination of railroads serving a common terri- 
tory, provided there are efficient safeguards against 
abuses latent in such combination when unregulated. 
Under the present status of governmental regulation, 
if there is any tendency on the part of such a combina 
tion to provide insufficient facilities, or in other respects 
not properly to fulfill its funetions, the public authori- 
ties have full power to investigate, to apply a rem: 
or in any event to bring the dereliction to public knowl- 
edge. 

It would seem that practical as well as theoretical 
considerations are all in favor of such combinations of 
railways as will enable them best to serve the needs of 
industry and commerce, most efficiently and economic- 
ally to perform the function of transportation, most sat- 
isfactorily to adjust the questions that arise with ship- 
pers, with railway brotherhoods and with governmental 
legislative and regulatory bodies. 

The concentration of the administration of all 
railways of the country under a single management 
would doubtless prove unwieldy by reason of the magni 


tude of the interests and of their diversity. The con- 
centration of administration of all lines in a particular 
traffic region does not present such difficulties. Such a

The world has not yet awakened to a realization of 
the South's amazing progress in the line of hydro-electric 
development. Already a veritable network of transmis- 
sion lines covers the entire Appalachian country, and 
centers like Chattanooga have been put in a particu- 


lit strong position as a location for industrial activi- 
ties. With raw materials-—iron, clays, timber, cotton, 
ete and with labor in abundance, good and not high- 
priced, and with a favorable all-the-year climate and 
transportation lines in every direction, the addition of 
hydro-electric power in large quantities and at cheap 
rates completes a situation which makes a steady, con- 
tinuous and enormous development a matter of absolute 
certainty. Outside the cases where power cost is a big 


factor, it is a matter of great economy in installation 
well as an attractive item in the way of convenience

d efficient body, is the Chattanooga Manufacturers’ 
Association, which is a model other cities in the country 

e glad to pattern after. It has 140 members, and 
tley must be “actual manufacturers, whose chief, not 
incidental business, is manufacturing, and whose product 
is sold to dealers in the trade.” Under this strict defini- 
tion the butcher, baker, tailor, milliner, dressmaker, etc., 

re not eligible to membership, and only bona fide manu- 
facturers belong. It is an interesting fact that this 
tembership represents $31,326,000 invested in manu- 
facturing in Chattanooga. 

Ixact figures as to totals are not obtainable. Some 
estimates are that $50,000,000 represents the total in- 
\estment in manufacturing here. Secretary Bunn of the 
Manufacturers’ Association considers this excessive. 


The members of the association are leaders in their line, 
and he believes it imposible for there to be anything iike 
$18,000,000 invested by those not members of the asso- 
ciation. The United States census report of 1910, fig- 
ured on returns of 1909, are as badly off in the other 
direction. More attention is being paid to matters of 
statistics now than heretofore, and at the next United 
States census a much more accurate showing will be 
made than heretofore. 

The affairs of the Manufacturers’ Association are 
handled by a board of 13 governors. A meeting is held 
every Friday, between 1 and 2 o'clock, absolute—just 60 
minutes, and beginning at 1 o'clock precisely. Six con- 
stitute a quorum, and in the 10 years of its existence 
there has never failed to be a quorum on hand, and most 
generally as many as nine. This furnishes a key to 
the spirit of earnestness and efficiency with which they 
work, and they serve a three-year term. 

According to the statistics collected by Secretary 
Ibunn, there are 278 actual manufacturers in Chatta- 
nooga, Who make 1137 different articles. The foundry 
Lusiness probably leads, as Chattanooga claims to melt 
more iron than any city in the South. There are 33 
foundries here, and in addition to pipe, columns, kettles, 
hells and mill machinery of nearly every kind, gas ranges 
are made—the only place in the South, it is said. There 
is one furnace here making pig, and there is about every 
hind of activity except a steel plant. 

There are three agricultural implement manufacturers, 
two of which keep traveling men in foreign countries 
all the time, and who make sales in South America, 
liussia, China, Japan and elsewhere, 

There are four boilermakers, one of which has just 
shipped two carloads to Manila, Philippine Islands. 

Seven furniture manufacturers make office and house- 
hold furniture, some of the highest grade. 

Twelve lumber manufacturers turn out various kinds 
of native lumber, hard and otherwise, in merchantable 
shapes. 

There are three large box factories and a_ trunk 
factory. 

There are two cotton mills, making cloth; three hos- 
iery mills, suspender factory and a manufacturer of 
neckties. 

A dozen or more houses turn out proprietary medi 
cines, three of them being of nation-wide scope. 

There are two large flour and meal mills. 

Four brick plants turn out various forms of common 
and face brick. 

There is a porcelain enameling plant that makes the 
highest grade of bathtubs, plumbers’ goods, etc., and 
sells the product as far north as New England. 

One mill takes the wool from rags which are collected 
from all around the country and sells the product East 
as shoddy. 

There are two plants where tale is imported and made 
into lava tips for acetylene-gas burners, automobile 
lights, ete., and sold all over the country. 

These are but a few, of course, of the 1137 varieties of 
Chattanooga products, but this list gives some idea of 
One of the 
distinctive features of the associalion’s work is the col- 
lection of samples of Chattanooga products. Displayed 
in regular exposition style, four floors in a large double 
building are completely covered with this display. It

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TEXAS’ CUT-OVER TIMBER LANDS. 
Systematic Demonstration of Their Value in 
Agriculture, 


[Special Correspondence Manufacturers Record. ] 


Ifouston, Tex., May 15. 

Some months ago an article appeared in the MANv- 
FACTURERS Recorp relating the very comprehensive 
plans the Houston Oil Co. were formulating for the 
utilization of its vast holdings of cut-over lands in East 
Texas. It was pointed out that this company owns 
outright more than 800,000 acres of land in East Texas, 
all of it originally covered with a dense growth of long- 
leaf pine, but which is being denuded at the rate of 
20,000 acres per annum. Much more than 150,000 acres 
has been cut over, and this vast tract is now practically 
idle and useless. When cleared these lands are sus- 
ceptible of intensive, varied and exceedingly profitable 
cultivation. 

While these are 


plans for the development of the entire present area of 


still lacking complete and definite 
cut-over lands, or arrangements made to even take 
care of the annual yearly accretion of cut-over lands 
available for farming purposes, a forward movement 
of interest has been made out of which important results 
may come. Anything that appreciably stimulates the 
taking up of unoccupied land is decidedly advantageous, 
and nothing could bring a much greater change to the 
South than the utilization and occupancy of the enor- 
whole South con 


mous acreage of cut-over lands the 


tains. 


For long years we didn’t need the lands from which 
the pine timber had been cut, and so there was no de 
mand other than for speculative purposes, and not 
much of a demand at that, whatever the price. Since 
we have begun to ship corn and eattle from South 
America, eggs from China and butter and various other 


foodstuffs from the outside world, the immediate neces- 
sity for utilizing the waste lands of this country has 
manifested itse]f, and there are many corporations like 
the Houston Oil Co., owners of large tracts of cut-over 
lands, which are giving much time, investigation and 
experimentation to the problem of how best to get the 
farmer, stock-raiser, fruit-grower and permanent set- 
tlers to locate on the present desolate and forbidding 
barrens. Any conspicuous success in this direction 
would stimulate endeavors elsewhere, and it is particu 
larly likely to prove of much benefit in Bast, Texas, 
where household comforts are not conspicuously present 


in rural communities, 

The Houston Oil Co. has been giving much investiga 
tion of the most practicable plan for impressing the 
outside farmer with the desirability of a location in 
East Texas cut-over lands, and as an initial proposition 
has decided on a complete demonstration farm.

By Motor from Miami to Baltimore. 


Between Richmond, one of the rich and growing citi 
of the South, and Charlottesville, a great educations! 
center, the leading town in a county which is becoming 
noted throughout the land for the splendid homes that 
are being built in it by people from other sections, ther 
is a road of indescribable badness. The Autome)il: 
Association of Richmond has marked it as thougl i 
were a feasible proposition. Perchance it may be i: 
mid-summer, but during the spring, at least, it is a road 
that disgraces civilization. 

Virginia is doing splendid work in road building. It 
may have some roads worse than 40 or 50 miles of the 
line between Richmond and Charlottesville, but if i 
has, may a kind Providence deal gently with the peopl 
who are dependent upon it for transportation, whethe: 
they be living there or whether they are strangers pass 
ing through the country! In motor trips covering mun) 
thousands of miles, through regions sparsely populated, 
in sections where abandoned corduroy roads through 
cypress swamps have been traversed, the writer has 
never found a road of 40 or 50 miles as continuously 
bad, and bad to such a depth as this Richmond-Chai 
lottesville line during a wet season. Mud holes in it 
seem to be without bottom, and the clay, of which a 
large part of it is composed, is almost as bottomless as 
the mud holes. 

Merely with a view to trying to stir up an interest 
in showing what bad roads do, the accompanying illus 
tration is presented of a party of half a dozen men try 
ing to prize an automobile out of a mud hole where the 
blue clay was so tenacious that three mules could make 
no impression whatever toward moving the car. ‘They 
might, indeed, have just as well been hitched to the 
Washington Monument. That mud hole was not worse 
than hundreds of mud holes along the line, but skill in 
guiding the car kept it out of most of the other appar- 
ently bottomless holes. The old farmer living close by, 
who supplied the three mules and who cut down a few 
trees in order to try to prize the car out of the mud, in a 
semi-jocular way said that the county was rich enough 
to have good roads, and when asked why they did not 
have them said the politicians and the officeholders got 
all the money. We hope he was wrong. It has been 
suggested sometimes that occasionally a piece of road 
was kept bad in order to give the farmers nearby an 
opportunity to pull out stranded automobiles and make 
a profit thereby; but that is not the case here, for this 
farmer, with three mules and four or five of his hands, 
actively worked at the job for about two hours and 
then refused to accept more than a dollar for pay. 

Along this stretch of road, which begins a few miles 
out of Richmond and runs to within a few miles of Char- 
lottesville, a country of great natural advantages, there

ried away, but also the plant matter on which the 
hacteria feed. Then, in order to maintain fertility, it 
essary to restore combined nitrogen to the soil 
from other sources, 

Cyanamid is a bluish-black, odorless, powdered ma- 
terial. It contains from 18 to 20 per cent. ammonia 
about 12 per cent. carbon, or lampblack, and the equiva- 
lent of about 70 pounds of slaked lime. The material 
is shipped in burlap bags, and can be stored indefinitely. 

(yvanamid nitrogen is readily soluble. Ninety-six per 


cent. will dissolve out in cold water, and is therefore 


available as plant food. On contact with the soil it re 
acts quickly and forms first the organic compound, 


Urea, and then changes into the form of double am- 
monium compounds, These compounds are not leached 
or washed out of the soil, but are made available to 
crops by bacterial action and the solvent effects of plant 
roots. This action insures a slow, steady supply of 
nitrogen that has the advantage of not overfeeding crops 

few weeks and then starving them, but of supplying 
this element throughout their principal period of growth. 
Since the soil duration of cyanamid nitrogen is from 60 
to SO days, crops are not fed when they should be ma- 
turing, and therefore it is said ripen earlier and more 
uniformly.

amide. Calcium carbide is made by fusing together lime 
and coke in an electric furnace. The carbide is placed 
in the ovens heated by electricity to a white heat, and 
uitrogen is led into the ovens and is there combined 
with the carbide, forming calcium cyanamide. After 
cooling, this material is ground, treated with water and 
put through a mechanical finishing process. 

It will readily be seen that for economical production 
of cyanamid the plant must be located where electricity 
can be secured at the lowest possible cost. 

Before the installation of the cyanamid plant at 
Niagara Falls another matter of importance was to de- 
termine the kind of reducing gas to be used in the prepa- 
ration of the nitrogen. After careful consideration a 
coal-gas plant was decided upon, as the entire output of 
coke could be used in the manufacture of calcium car- 
bide and the coal gas gave the greatest amount of car- 
bon content for use in the nitrogen ovens. 

The nitrogen ovens consist of a series of vertical re- 
torts heated by small individual furnaces. Copper oxide 
is placed in these retorts, and when the retorts are 
brought to the proper temperature air is forced through 
the retorts and the oxygen of the air combined with the 
copper as cupric oxide, leaving the nitrogen free. The 
air is then shut off, and as the oxide has gradually be- 
come foul during this cycle, coal gas is then passed 
through the retort, which acts as a revivifier for the 
reducing agent. The nitrogen is then forced through 
pipes into the electric furnaces, where it combines with 
the calcium carbide and forms calcium cyanamide, or 
commercial cyanamid. 

The coal-gas plant for this Niagara undertaking was 
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designed and installed by the Improved Equipment Co. 
of New York city, and has a capacity of approximately 
500,000 cubic feet per 24 hours. There
